Her  York  Fhode  Island  Greenings  and  Virginia  V,'ine- 
saps  topood  the  mar.cet  in  the  barreled  stock,  A-2|-  inch  G-reenings  in  good 
condition  bringirjg  from  ^o.8-x  to  ^6.33  cer  barrel^as  against  ^5.8-1  to  ^6,22 
last  week.    V/in^saps  re::.ained  firm  at  last  reek's  levels,  A.-2\  inch  fruit 
again  bria^ine  from  ^5.o5  to  $6.33  per  barrel. 

ITer  York  Baldrins  and  Virginia  York  I-perials  were  in  heavy  gi^o-^ly. 
There  7.  .-3  a  moderate  demand  for  the  Yorks  at  from  $4  62  to  $5.47  pt*  barrel 
for  A-2|  inch  stock  as  comr?-red  rith  95.35  to  ^^6.06  Jast  reek.     The  Baldwins 
sold  slorly,  havever,  A-2|  inch  fruit  in  good  condition  bringing  from  $4.87 
to  ^b.co  compared  rith  $5.35  to  $5.72  last  reek.    There  ras  moderate  com- 
petition for  Virginia  Ben  Davis  an  I  V-'inesaps  and  :ier  York  Rhode  Island 
Oreenin.  s.     The  available  supplies  of  these  varieties  rere  moderate.  Heavy 
suoTolies  of  Oregon  Yellor  Nertov/ns  rere  offered  but  the  demand  v,-as  good. 
Extra  Fancy,  sizes  163/175,  bringing  from  $3.41  to  $3.53  per  box  corr^ared 
rith  4-3. o3  to  4^3.59  last  reek.     Oregon  Spitzenburgs  were  in  mioderate  supply 
but  sold  slorly  at  from  $2.31  to  $2.37  per  box  because  of  the  poor  condition 
of  the  fruit.    This  variety  shored  from.  1  per  cent  to  10  per  cent  c'ecay. 
O^ly  light  supr)lies  of  Washington  T/inesaps  rere  available.     Tlie  demand  for 
this  variety  ras  moderate.  Extra  Fancy,  sizes  163/175,  selling  at  $3.28  per 
box  conpared  rith  $3.35  to  $3.41  last  reek.    Ner  York  Kcode  Island  Green- 
ings and  Washington  ITinesaps  rere  in  good  condition.    Most  of  the  other 
varieties  rere  in  variable  condition. 

Sur)t)lies  of  Spanish  oranges  are  moderate,  prices  during  the  reek 
ranging  from  $3.89  to  $4.62  per  half  case.     The  first  shipment  of  JTer  Zea- 
land ariTDlcs  for  the  season    is  scheduled  to  arrive  on  March  20  on  board  the 
S.  S.  Corinthic.     This  consigmment  riil  consist  of  4,200  boxes.     A  second  r 
consignm-cnt  consisting-  of  10,000  boxes  on  board  the  S.S.  Ballarat  is  due 
to  arrive  on  Aoril  1.

Copenliagen  sup- 
plies of  Yellor  Nertowns  are  very  small,  states  Ivlr.  Smiith.
